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Rift erupts in Community 
Schools management

As the Wilmington Community 
Schools (WCS) moves into its 
second semester, questions have 
been raised by the program's 
former assistant director about her 
Current status and the operation of 
the adult education program since 
its rebirth in January. These same 
questions are expected to be brought 
up at the April 6 meeting of the 
Wilmington School Committee. 

Until March 23, Melissa Nobile 
was assistant director of the pro- 
gram. At that time Supt. William 
Fay wrote a letter to Nobile 
informing her that her future 
involvement in WCS “will be 
limited to instructor." Both Nobile 
and Director Karen DiGiovine 
teach computer courses. 

Nobile told the Town Crier Fay, 
in essence, fired her and she was 
pursuing the matter through the 
school committee " as a matter of 
principle." Nobile maintained the 
superintendent has no "power" to 
fire her, especially since it was the 
committee that unanimously 
approved the program and her role 
in it, 

"L was fired because I questioned 
I had concerns and | brought those 
concerns forward,” she said. Nobile 
was referring to a Ictter she sent to 
Fay March 9 requesting monetary 
and other information about the 
program. That information, to date, 
has not been forthcoming. 

Both Fay and DiGiovine deny 
Nobile was fired. 

"I didn't fire her. I just ratified 
what they agreed to themselves," 
said Fay, adding that Nobile 
“verbally resigned" at a March 17 
meeting he held with the two 
women. 

DiGiovine said Fay's letter was 
"misconstrued" and it was Nobile 
herself who asked Fay to make a 
choice between them, Fay chose 
DiGiovine based on her "visibility" 
at the high school and her work to 
date, the director said. 

Both Fay and DiGiovine also said 
it's ironic that Nobile is secking 
information from Fay that she 
herself should have at hand.In 
response, the assistant claimed that 
DiGiovine deliberately kept her in 
the dark about such things as the 
qualifications and salaries of 
teachers who were hired, total 
monies raised through the program, 
and the upgrading of school 
computers.

DiGiovine said the reason Nobile 
wasn't sent copies of some cor- 
respondance and included in some 
publicity statements was because of 
her threats to quit the program. She 
maintained after problems arose 
over the collection of money during 
registration on February 24, Nobile 
again said she was stepping down. 

“That was the very last contact I 
had with Melissa Nobile," Di- 
Giovine said, adding "she had, in 
my eyes, quit on me twice." Today, 
three part-time administrative 


assistants have taken over Nobile's 
workload and are paid a portion of 
Nobile's $1,000 salary, said the 
director. DiGiovine herself earns 
$2,000 plus extra for her word 
processing class. 

The whole problem scems to 
center on an apparent inability on 
the part of the two women to work 
together. From the beginning, No- 
bile has questioned why DiGiovine,

who holds a high school diploma 
from Shawsheen Tech and credits 
from several business courses taken 
at Bunker Hill Community College, 
was chosen by Fay to be director 
when he reportedly said he wanted 
an educator for the job. Nobile 
holds-a bachelor's-degree in busi- 
ness, a master’s degree in 
curriculum and education from 
Lesley College, and 18 credits 
toward an MBA. Nobile claims it 
her credentials which helped 
the school board approve the 
women's proposal in January, 

Fay said he did not make 
DiGiovine the director. He said the 
two women decided between them- 
selves what their titles would be. 
According to DiGiovine, it was 
Nobile's own suggestion that Di- 
Giovine be the director since Nobile 
works full time as an instructor at 
Fitchburg College and reportedly 
lacked spare time. Nobile denies this 
saying DiGiovine told her Fay had 
appointed her the director. 

Nobile kept a log of her daily 
involvement with the community 
schools. That log was part of a 
packet distributed last weck to 
committee members by commit- 
tceman Peg Kane. Nobile's log 
details her effort to get a flyer 
printed on course offerings, missed 
deadlines Nobile claims was due to 
DiGiovine's lack of organizational 
skills, and the free printing of 5,000 
flyers by a local business. In 
response, the director said she was 
under excessive pressure to set up 
35 courses in four days. She said 
communication broke down when 
Dadant Drive resident Anne 
Linchan seemed to “take over"in 
helping Nobile with the flyers and 
publicity: 

If Mclissa and I were left to 
ourselves we wouldn't have had a 
problem,” DiGiovine said. 

Linehan was reportedly one of the 
prime movers behind the reacti- 
vation of the community schools. 
She is also teaching a course on 
stress management though she told 
this paper that one of DiGiovine's 
assistants had notified Linehan's 
students, without her knowledge, 
that her class was cancelled. Line- 
han noted that Nobile originally 
went to Fay and volunteered to run 
the program for free. In addition, 
Linehan said she and Nobile's 
family pledged $450 as start-up 
costs to get the program up and 
running. When approached by this 
paper, school board members who 
were contacted said they were not 
told of Nobile's offer. 

"I don't expect anyone to run the 
program and -do it for free," 
responded Fay. He said, under the 
terms of the proposal drawn up by 
the women, neither the director nor 
the assistant director would be paid 
a salary unless there is enough 
money taken in, 

To date, $13,000 has been 
collected said Fay. Some of that 
money will be’ used to pay the 
instructors when they submit bills 


for their services. The superinten- 
dent added that $500 was taken 
from the WCS account and sent out 
to the high school band Friday to 
cover the first distribution of flyers, 
In addition, $972 was taken out of a 
school maintenance account for up- 
grading computers used both in the 
system and the evening computer 
classes. 

Some members of the school com- 
mittee are questioning monetary 
items like the payment to the band, a 
$500 line of credit extended to 
DiGiovine for the printing of flyers 
but never used because Nobile was 
able to get the printing done at no 
cost, and credit given to junior high 
students for distributing the second 
set of flyers townwide. That $30 
credit for each student, said Fay, 
will go toward the eighth grade 
field trip. Other members, like 
Chairman Aldo Caira and Phil 
Fenton, however, said as long as the 
program remains self-supporting 
they had no problem with it. 

"I'm providing them (WCS 
leaders) some space; they provide 
everything else. But if it loses me 
one penny I want it (the program) 
killed," Fenton said, He went on to 
say he does question the use of 
middle school students in going 
door to door and he would rather 
have had a bulk mailing of the 
flyers. 

Nobile expressed anger over the 
treatment of band leader Barbara 
Mette and band members after they 
delivered the course brochures 
townwide, She said DiGiovine sent a 
letter to Mette threatening non- 
payment because band members 
“didn't do their job,” 

DiGiovine denied the charge. She 
explained that-after a random check 
she discovered some homes did not 
receive the hand-outs. 

"My feeling was the success of this 
program could well depend on the 
success of the flyer distribution," 
she said. DiGiovine said she also felt 
"left out" when both Linehan and 
Nobile set up the distribution with 
the band. 

DiGiovine said she sent a memo to 
Mette only offering suggestions to 
rectify the problem, Among the 

suggestions were another distribu- 
tion by the band or using the money 
for a bulk mailing. Fay concurred 
with the director that "no one at no 
time said they weren't to be paid." 
Though Performing and Fine Arts 
Director Lorraine Kalil said she 
was told she would receive the $500 
when she submits an invoice, as of 
Tuesday the check had not arrived. 

Nobile now wants a chance to 
apply for the position of director. 
She has urged Fay to repost the 
position for the 1992-93 year. 
Nobile said she tried to submit her 
application to Fay March 17 but he 
refused to accept it, Fay told this 
paper the time was "inappropriate" 
because the program was already 
underway. He said he plans to repost

Wilmington fincom adopts 
manager's $33.6m budget

Wilmington Finance Committee 
members last Thursday unanimous 
ly approved a $33.6 million budget 
which will be brought to voters at 
the April 25 town meeting. Of that 
budget, $12.1 million is slated for 
local schools 

According to Chairman Paul 
Palizzolo, much of the discussion 
last week centered on the school 
budget 

We based everything on a 
quality education, IT want quality 
education with the 
have,” he said 

In one scenario, Palizzolo ex 
plained the school budget could 
inflate to $13.1 million if a payroll 
deferral passes at town meeting and 
$400,000 to $500,000 in employee 
raises are not frozen next year 

The chairman admits he has been 
vocal about the continuing prob- 
lems facing the town with future 
loss of state aid and other problems 
such as potential increases in 
NESWC, abatements, and the need 
for such things as more sidewalks 
in the interest of safety. Palizzolo 
said he has urged School Supt 
William Fay and the school 
committee to be “realistic” because 
the fiscal problems will only 
worsen in the years ahead, He 
claims neither the teachers’ union 
nor the school board seem to be 
making children their priority 
Witness, he says, the fact that 


dollars we 


committcemen said they would 
fund the new teachers’ contract by 
laying off teacherg,and the union 
president stated the committee has 
to stick to the contract as long as 
there is one teacher left in the 
system. 

“Funding a contract through lay- 
offs is counter-productive, People 
want to see their money spent 
appropriatcly,” said Palizzolo. He 
charged that the school officials’ 
approach to the budget problem 
has been "too shortsighted." The 
chairman said not only he but the 
rest of his board had some "real 
concern" about the way school 
leaders are handling the budget 
crisis. In the best interest of the 
schools, however, fincom members 
decided to give the schools "what- 
ever we could afford." 

The town side of the budget was 
casicr for members to accept, 
primarily because of Town Mana- 
ger Michael Caira's approach. 

He had plans for how he would 
proceed with existing staff and 
programs after cuts were made,” 
said Palizzolo. He noted, in addi- 
tion, it was obvious Caira shad, the 
support of all department heads, 
like Police Chief Bobby Stewart, 
who assured fincom crossing 
guards would somchow be in place 
in September. 

Palizzolo said the board is aware 
that shortfalls will occur in the 
year ahead but is also confident 


that they will be "manageable." He 
said, for instance, that investment 
income was accepted at five 


percent but has since dropped to 
four percent, Also, the workmen's 
compensation account is being level 
funded despite the fact that the 
town had a 59 percent increase last 
year. He added the town does have 
$70,000 in reserve to help shore up 
that account. 

Palizzolo said a total of 17 funded 
positions have been cut from the 
town side of the budget. The school 
committee plans to lay off 18 
teachers and other personnel, In 
order to retain employees next 
year and keep fiscal problems to a 
minimum, Palizzolo said the town 
has to look at "different ways of 
doing things." This might include 
discontinuing things like longevity 
increases and retirement bonuses, 
he said. 

"I am convinced, if you give 
people all the facts, the people will 
make the right decision. We are 
trying to do that, As a committee 
member you put alot of time in

School board rejects grievances

Members of the Wilmington 
School Committee turned a deaf car 
Wednesday to two grievance 
requests filed by the teachers’ 
association and to a request to 
discuss those grievances in 
executive session, One grievance 
oncerned lar izes in 
middle school classes and the other 
concerned continuing use of a 
substitute teacher to teach a physical 
education course at the high school 
In the first grievance, filed on 
behalf of 17 teachers in the two 
middle schools, the WTA claimed 
each teacher had been assigned 
classes which are above the limit 
outlined in the current contract. 
According to Supt. William Fay, 
there is no legal class size limit, only 
"desirable" class sizes outlined in 
the contract. The recommended 
sizes are a ratio of one teacher to 25

students at the elementary level and 
a ratio of one teacher to 20 students 
in major subjects at the secondary 
level. In the second grievance, the 
WTA wants the administration to 
hire only full time personnel to fill 
the full time position, To bring that 
about the WTA suggests the 
substitute be placed on a teachers’ 
step and be granted the proper 
salary, benefits, and compensation 
due a full time teacher. 

Committeeman Peg Kane made a 
motion to discuss the grievances in 
executive session following a 
request to do so by WTA President 
John Wood. She said it was her 
understanding if either the school 
board or the WTA objected to 
discussing the issue in open session 
it would be all right to discuss the 
matter behind closed doors. 

Several committeemen spoke 


against the motion. John DeMarco 
maintained unless the discussion 
centered on contract negotiations an 
executive session would be illegal 
under the Open Meeting Law. 
Chairman Aldo Caira said a 
precedent had already been set by 
the committee when past grievances 
had been discussed in the open. Bob 
Peterson agreed saying their own 
aiorney ruled such discussion in 
public is legal. 

Phil Fenton favored an executive 
session, He said it was more likely 
the grievances would be resolved in 
a closed meeting since everything 
was more informal. 

In the end the board went along 
with a motion to deny both 
grievances, Fenton opposed the 
denial. The WTA now has the 
option of taking the issue to 
arbitration.

Once.upon atime - pie 
that is. - you could deduct on your 
tax return the entire amount of 
loss due to casualty or theft, 
subject only to a reduction of 
$100 per occurrence. That 
generous ruling, combined with 
higher tax rates, meant that Uncle 
Sam was sharing the risk if 
uninsured valuables were stolen. 

No more. Those losses are now 
deductible only insofar as they 
exceed 10 percent of adjusted 
gross income, and the $100 per 
occurrence reduction still stands.

Danger — keep out

The Rocco landfill in South Tewksbury has been in the news 
quite a bit lately. A long-festering situation that has been brought 
to the forefront by concerned residents, the dump is a problem that 
demands attention. 

Some 57 chemicals have been identified in the landfill area, and 


other chemicals are present that have not yet been identified, ”? 


While there is no scientific or adjudicated proof of a link between 
the dump and specific medical problems, it does not take a rocket 
scientist to know that people should not carelessly. expose 
themselves to some of the chemicals on the list. 

If there is one troubling aspect to the reports on the dump, itis 
that children are still seen playing on the landfill and in swamps 
and woodlands nearby. Somehow, whether it is on a dare or just 
the childhood belief of eternal life and health, some children are 
ignoring warnings and are still exposing themselves to chemical 
dangers. 

The residents group TOXIC has requested a fence, but it has yet

to be erected. And while a fence will help, it is not the-total 


solution to the problem. The chemicals will still be there, and so 
will the attractive nuisance. Sometimes putting up a fence just 
tempts kids to climb it. 

Parents need to emphatically warn children to stay away from 
the landfill area, and surrounding woodlands and swamps where 
there are reports of buried materials. 

Immediate neighbors of the dump have expressed great concer 
for their health, But residents of both towns should recognize that 
children love to explore new territory, and may stumble into the 
dump area without realizing the danger.

Dear Larz: 

Each year at this time, candidates 
for local political office use the 
newspapers to get their message to 
the voting public, The use of ads 
and commentaries to inform the 
Public of the office seekers stand 
on the issues is a time-honored and 
accepted practice. What is unac- 
ceptable io us, as (Tewksbury -ed.) 
town employees, is the recent prac- 
tice of some candidates who find it 
fashionable to use us as the 
whipping boys for many of the 
town's problems, This year appears 
to be no different with one ex- 
ception, As a group, we employees 
decided some months ago that we 
would no longer sit idly by while 
candidetss played fast and loose 
with the truth, We made a 
commitment to challenge any and 
all comments by candidates that we 
know to be untrue. We refer in this 
case to a political ad that recently 
appeared in a weekly newspaper 
with headlines that read: 

"Are you Angry with Incumbent 
Selectmen Who" 

(1) Impose a trash fee on you 
while town’ departments receive 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in 
overtime? 

Fact: from July 1, 1991 to 
February 6, 1992 the three largest 
departments combined (fire, police 
and DPW) have spent approxi- 
mately $65,000 on overtime, The 
breakdown is as follows and is 
rounded off to the nearest dollar. 

Police Dept.: ($9300 in o.t.) 
Court Time: $5000 which is now 
worked for compensatory time off, 
matron duty, mandated by state law 
whenever a female prisoner is 
locked up, tactical patrol, called 
out on serious crime issues on a 
mutual aid basis, special 
investigations, etc, 

Fire Dept.: ($24,000 in o.t.) 
Fires: $8,000 - FLSA or fair labor 
and standards act $4000, fire 
dispatchers are civilian employees 
who work a 42 hour week, The 
FLSA is a federal law that man- 
dates that they be paid time and one 
half for all hours worked over 40 
hours. Defibrillator training: 
$1400 - law requires that all 
EMT's be certified on the 
defibrillator, The department has 
three which were donated by town 
residents. Fire alarm: $4000 - 
emergency repairs to fire alarm 
system caused by vehicle accidents, 
bad wind storms, etc. 


Dept. of Public Works: 
($32,000 in 0.t.) Hydrant flushing 
and repair plan: $10,000 - water 
system is nearly 40 years old and 
in need of flushing and repairs. 
Normally done late at night so as 
not to disrupt residential and 
commercial water supply. Water 
Treatment Plant: $6000 - treatment 
plant is kept open beyond normal 
working hours when the reservoirs 
are-low in the summer months. 
Town determined it was cheaper to 
Pay overtime than to purchase 
water from Andover and Lowell, 
Emergency repairs on water main 
breaks. Emergency tree work 
caused by unforeseen circum- 
stances such as Hurricane Bob and 
a subsequent violent wind storm a 
few weeks later. Emergency street 
repairs, etc, 

If you add up the three figures 
listed next to the department you 
will see they total approximately 
$65,000. You will note that a 
significant amount of the total is 
expended due to emergencies or 
because of mandated State or 
Federal Laws. Many employees 
have not received any overtime at 
all during the past year. 

We do not intend to discuss in 
depth the Other points mentioned in 
the ad other to state that if you 
investigate their claims, as we did, 
you'll find they misrepresent the 
facts. As an example, one statement 
asked you, the voter, if you are 
angry with incumbent selectmen 
who “endanger the lives of chil- 
dren with unsafe school buildings.” 
Selectmen have no jurisdiction 
over school buildings and to imply 
that they would knowingly 
endanger the lives of the children 
is an atrocious and shameful 
comment. We checked with school 
administrator John Ryan and 
learned that the School Committee 
has consistently requested funding 
to upgrade the buildings, but 
because of budget restraints the 
money is not available. That being 
the case it is not the selectmen's 
fault or the school committee's 
fault, we are all to blame. 

In conclusion, we asked all 
department heads if this candidate 
had contacted them to ascertain the 
facts prior to the time the ad 
appeared in the paper. The answer 
from all of them was no, The 
simple facts are that the town 
departments are not receiving 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in

overtime. If that were the case the 
North Fire Station would be open 
and there would be more cruisers 
on the road. Since the inception of 
Prop. 2 1/2 we have consistently 
taken cuts in salaries and benefits 
to balance the town budget. Since 
1989 the town has seen state aid 
drop $5,500,000. This year alone 
we have given back to the town 
approximately 800,000 dollars 
through concession such as 
furloughs (no work and no pay), 
compensatory time off in lieu of 
overtime, five percent pay cuts and 
other job related benefits. 

We often ask our public officials 
to have the courage to make tough 
decisions and the trash fee was not 
only a tough one, but political 
suicide. Anyone who believes the 


selectmen made that decision to 
provide overtime money for town 
employees should do as we did and 
research the facts. You'll learn as 
we did that to do otherwise would 
have seriously harmed education, 
public safety and the quality of life 
in our community. So before writ- 
ing rebuttals we challenge you to 
contact and question the depart- 
ment heads, the finance committee, 
the town manager, the auditor and 
the treasurer, Let's all work 
toward a better Tewksbury. 
Oh yes, employees are taxpayers 
too!!

The 6-pound, 4-ounce fish was 
caught by the Knights of Columbus 
on Main Street in Tewksbury, by 
16-year-old Jimmy Curgwell of 
Billerica, He was fishing for trout 
at the time, and caught the silver 
spectacular on a common, gimme- 
4-break, garden worm,

outfish a guy in a $15,000 boat with 
another $2,000 worth of tackle? 

The surprise shad was taken to tHe 
Market Basket store in the Oakdale 
Mall for weighing. Curgwell said 
he didn't know where the nearest 
state weighing station was, and that

the supermarket scale should work 
fine. 

Dan McGuiness at the Division of 
Fisheries & Wildlife said the use of 
a supermarket scale is acceptable in 
weighing state award fish, but said 
official weigh stations would be 
preferred, obviously. He said the 
scale was checked on Monday, to 
insure accuracy. 

Shad are anadromous fish, which 
means they live in the oceans and 
return upstream to spawn, like the 
better-known salmon and herring. 
Thousands of shad were lifted over 
the Lawrence dam last spring; but 
all were supposedly bound for New 
Hampshire, to the headwaters of the 
Merrimack River. 

The Shawsheen River is stocked 
with trout annually by the state's 
Division of Fisheries & Wildlife,

but little intervention is needed for 
shad. The Connecticut River hosts 
a big Shad Fishing Derby in spring, 
and the current state record shad, a 
fish weighing over 11-pounds, was 
taken from the Conneéticut. 

Rick Barry, jefé for the Shaw- 
sheen Watershed Environmental 
Action Team (or $.W.E.A.T.) was 
quick to applaud the return of shad 
to the river, and said that the long- 
awaited return of salmon can't be 
too far behind, 

"We've been working hard trying 
to clean the Shawsheen," Barry said 
of his group's labors, "and this may 
finally be the big payoff." 

S.W.E.A.T, has been pulling tires 
and rubbish out of the Shawsheen 
River for years, in the hope that the 
stream's natural cleaning mechan 
ism will eventually remove of the 


silt from the bottom, leaving clean 
gravel which Atlantic salmon need 
to spawn. 

“And where there's one shad,” he 
added, "you can bet there are plenty 
more behind it.” 

Although boney, shad make fine 
eating if prepared carefully. One of 
the favorite ways to prepare shad is 
to smoke them. 

Curgwell said the shad clobbered 
his worm while the offering drifted 
downstream, then had to run up and 
down the bank to keep the fish from 
snapping his line. A photo of fish 
and angler was taken, but could not 
be developed in time for this weck's 
press deadline. 

Suffice to say that Curgwell was 
filthy after his adventure. Chasing a 
record shad along a riverbank can 
be muddy work.

Pumpkin grower 'Mr. 2' 
makes a killing on seeds

And you thought Jack had trouble 
with his Beanstalk! 

In last week's edition of the Good 
News ad circular, a classified ad- 
vertisement appeared which offers 
giant pumpkin sceds for sale. 

Simple? Not really. 

The classified ad reads as follows: 

Award Winning Giant Pumpkin 
Seeds; Send S.A.S.E. and $2 for 1 
or 3 for $5 to Mr. Z Seeds, P.O 
Box 414, Tewksbury, MA, 01876. 

The advertisement has upset one 
of Tewksbury's top giant pumpkin 
grower, and the ad is being checked 
out by the New England Pumpkin 
Grower's Association as well. 

George Brooks of Tewksbury is a 
professional pumpkin grower. His 
617-pound whopper won first place 
last year at the Topsfield Fair, and 
he is particular about his seeds. 

Most of his giant pumpkin seeds, 
he said, are given away to others in 
the monster gourd game, and some 
are distributed among members of 
the World Pumpkin Confederation 
and the NEPGA. Brooks said he 
learned about the ad when people 
asked him how the sale of his seeds 
was going. 

But Brooks is not "Mr, Z" and he 
would like to know who is. Brooks 
resents the implication that the $2 
seeds come from his prize-winner, 
and he would like to check what, if 
any, awards Mr. Z can produce for 
his pumpkin, 

Brooks had a friend buy a few of 
the seeds by mail, in an attempt to 
learn who the producer was, and he 
said the seeds looked very small and 
possibly immature. If the seeds did 
came from a true giant pumpkin, he 
said, the squash likely weighed less 
than 200 pounds. A pumpkin that 
"small" isn't even worth entering in 
a legitimate giant pumpkin contest. 

Hugh Wiberg, director of New 
England Pumpkin Grower's Assoc- 
iation, is also wondering just who 
Mr. Z really is. 

"I'd be surprised if (the seeds) 
sprouted at all," Wiberg said. As 
for being Atlantic Giant pumpkin

seeds, he said, only the garden can 
tell. Brooks observed that Atlantic 
Giant is a patented strain of giant 
pumpkin, and cannot be sold under 
the "Atlantic Giant" name without 
permission. The mai 

do not say Alantic 

Included with the see: 
said, was an instruction sheet with 
some obvious errors. 

For example, Wiberg said, there 
is a warning to watch out for squash 
vine borers, a pumpkin pest, But 
the instruction sheet states that the 
adult form of the squash vine borer 
is a small, white butterfly, which is 
untrue, Wiberg stated. Those white 
butterflies fluttering over a pump- 
kin patch are the adult form of the 
cabbage worm, he said, while the 
squash vine borer becomes a clear- 
winged, wasp-shaped adult. There 
were other flaws in the instructions 
as well, Wiberg stated. 


Wiberg, who writes a gardening 
column for the Town Crier during 
the growing season, is well known 
in New England for growing giant 
pumpkins. 

Brooks added that the instruction 
sheet has no reference at all to any 
awards won by "Mr, Z" and that the 
instructions are fully of typograph- 
ical errors. The only references to 
“award winning" come from the ad 
in Good News, he said, noting that 
the instructions contained no home 
address for the so-called expert in 
giant pumpkins, only the post office 
box in Tewksbury. 

A copy of the Good News ad has 
been requested by John Burns, an 
inspector with the U.S. Postal Ser- 
vice's mail fraud division, 

Brooks stressed that his Topsfield 
Fair winner did not produce the 
seeds being sold by "Mr, Z" in the 
Good News ad.

A Christ lan minister in Israel

“There were a number of young 
men in that barber shop and I was 
frankly a little relieved that the 
one cutting my hair didn’t speak 
English,” says the Reverend 
Robert K, Sweet, Jr. of Reading's 
Old South United Methodist 
Church, 

When he and wife Betty trav- 
eled to Israel recently, they did 
some digging, drying off, hitch- 
hiking, contemplating - and a fair 
amount of “kibbutzing.” 

But one of Rev. Sweet's biggest 
moments of revelation came dur- 
ing a haircut. 

“T got a haircut in an Arab bar- 
bershop,” he says, “and I’ve made 
the decision that in every country 
I visit from now on, I’m going to 
get a haircut - because a barber 
shop is such a social center, 

“They wanted to know what I 
thought of U.S. policy in the 
Persian Gulf - and they let me 
know what they thought of it. 

“Saddam Hussein is their hero 
and they think he’s going to rise

again. He’s their hero because 
he’s the only one in the Middle 

Standing up against the 
United States. They wanted to 
know what I thought about U.S. 
support for Isracl and were really 
emphatic about their views and 
the oppression they experience,” 
he continues, 

“But before I left, they wanted 
to make sure I understood that 
their questions were not personal, 
and it was very clear to me that 
they were separating the 
American people from govern- 
mental policies. 

“They don’t understand why the 
American people are not 1) better 
informed, and 2) doing anything 
about what’s going on.” 

Rev. Sweet spent a month tour- 
ing and studying the Holy Land as 
the recipient of the Southern New 
England Conference of the United 
Methodist Church Stowell 
Scholarship. The scholarship is 
provided by a bequest left years 
ago by a lay person who thought 
it important that every pastor 
experience Israel, 
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Betty accompanied him for two- 
and-a-half weeks as part of some 
in-depth research into one of her 
lifelong interests, family life. “I 
wanted to get onto a kibbutz,” she 
says, “because that would be the 
ultimate in an intentional extend- 
ed family. 

They speak of contrasts every- 
where: old, new, traditional, mod- 
em, rich, poor, They tell of busi- 
ness suits and robes; camels and 
Mercedes; mud and desert; 
aquaducts and “mass” transit; 
altars and tear gas canisters; land 
as barren as the badlands ef South 
Dakota, greenery lush with forests 
and fruit trees; street vendors, dia- 
mond factories and malls; new 
construction and old bullet holes; 
funeral processions and day care 
centers; a 500-member kibbutz 
with 18 cars; an awesome mullti- 
media show - 2700 slides depict- 
ing the history of Israel, in 36 
minutes, in Tiberias; awe-inspir- 
ing Bar Mitzvahs at the Wailing 
Wall, complete with video cam- 
eras. 

They speak of surprises, politics 
and prospects for peace. 

“We went to a secular Jewish 
kibbutz, not a religious Jewish 
kibbutz,” says Rev. Sweet. “That 
was a new learning for us when 
we learned about secular Jews and 
religious Jews.” 

“That was my biggest learning 
in the whole trip,” says Betty. “I 
had in my head the idea that peo- 
pie who were moving ... and were 
so driven to establish Israel were 
doing it out of religious choice. 


“It’s not Zionism - it’s culture 
and that was my biggest discov- 
ery.” 

“My question around that is if 
Reform Judaism were acceptable 
in Israel, would many of those 
‘secular’ Jews become Reform 
Jews?” asks Rev. Sweet, “They're 
not non-believing Jews. They 
simply are not Orthodox Jews 
And they feel oppressed by 
Orthodox Judaism's hold on the 
government. 

“As Orthodoxy is incorporated 
into the government, there is 
anger from secular Jews that they 
can’t get on a bus on Sh t. It's 
not unlike the Blue Laws here 
used to be, except it’s far more 
stringent than they ever were.” 

“We picked that up in a number

is that the government of Israel is 
in the hands of a small majority - 
can you have a small majority? - 
but it’s that coalition, Their

With its current colorful dis- 
play of garden art, the Flint 
Memorial Library in North 
Reading is offering a great choice 
of ideas and helpful suggestions. 

Through this weekend, the 
library's main floor has been 
transformed into a mini-garden 
show. A variety of garden-settings 
and wall-displays shows some of 
the many ways in which stone and 
gravel, light and water can be 
combined with plants and flowers, 
to create enjoyable garden envi- 
ronments, Ilse Schenk of North 
Reading has joined forces with 
the landscaping team of Tim 
Scanlan and Bill Gaipo to create 
these displays, which include a 
natural stone wall, a brick patio 
and uellis. Focal pieces of the dis- 
plays are Ms. Schenk's sculptural 
work: Two ceramic fountains, 
hanging earthenware planters, a 
number of stoneware garden 
lanterns and wall-sculptures. 

On Thursday evening, March 
19, Ms. Schenk showed slides of 
garden art, to illustrate her talk 
entitled "Plants, Light and Water; 
Garden Art around the World” in 


the library's Community Room. 
While travelling around the world 
with her husband, Ms. Schenk has 
visited and photographed a great 
variety of garden settings in the 
US., Europe and the Far East. The 
presentation took attendees on a 
tour of exceptional garden envi- 
ronments. 


Ms. Schenk has worked in 
many areas of sculpture, graphics 
and design. She has done sculp- 
ture in wood, stone, metal, 
stoneware and acrylics, with her 
current favorite being ceramic 
clay and garden art. She has stud- 
ied fine arts in Paris, industrial 
design, photography and graphics 
at Pratt Institute in New York, 
multi-media presentations and art- 
education at Boston University, 
and sculpture at the Brooklyn 
Museum School and the 
University of Massachusetts. 

The team of T.J. Scanlan 
Landscaping Co. of Billerica 
designed and built all the garden 
settings. The plants and flowers 
have been donated by Eric's 
Greenhouses and Garden Center 
of Reading, and Pinewood 
Gardens of North Reading.

Devlin medical scholarship 
applications now available 


With the end of the school year 
approaching, the Trustees of the 
Devlin Medical Scholarship Fund 
remind local students accepted or 
enrolled at accredited medical or 
nursing schools, that applications 
for scholarship assistance are 
available. Students in pre-med 
programs or other health-related 
fields are not eligible. 

In recent years scholarships 
have been awarded to between 
five and ten candidates annually 
in amounts ranging from $100 to 
$1,800. Last year $6,050 in schol- 
arship aid was awarded to four 
medical and five nursing students 
from Melrose, North Reading, 
Reading, Stoneham and 
Winchester.
